Anti-gay protests 
at military funerals 
» At issue: Whether consti- 
tutional free-speech rights 
protected anti-gay protests 
by members of a small 
Kansas church at funerals 
for U.S. military members 
killed in Iraq. 

The protesters argued 
their message and picket- 
ing were constitutionally 
protected, even though 
they involved a private 
family funeral. 

The church members 
have picketed at funerals 
of U.S. military members 
killed in Iraq or Afghanistan 
as part of their religious 
view that God is punishing 
America for its tolerance of 
gays and lesbians. 


Background 
checks at NASA 

» At issue: Whether NASA 
background investigations, 
required of scientists, engi- 
neers and all other employ- 
ees at its Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in California, vi- 
olated their privacy rights. 

All positions at the labo- 
ratory, owned by NASA and 
operated by the California 
Institute of Technology, 
are filled by contract 
employees. 

Employees who do not 
agree to the checks could 
lose their jobs. The ruling 
could affect the back- 
ground investigation pro- 
cess used by the federal 
government for more than 
50 years. 


Lawsuits against 
vaccine makers 

» At issue: Whether a 
federal law protected vac- 
cine manufacturers from 
lawsuits in state court seek- 
ing to hold them liable for 
damages. 

The case involved a 
lawsuit by the parents of a 
child who suffered seizures 
after her third dose of the 
DTP vaccine. They sued the 
manufacturer for alleged 
defects in the vaccine. 

The ruling could affect 
about 5,000 federal claims 
alleging a link between 
childhood vaccines and 
neurological damage like 
autism, and whether those 
claimants also can seek 
damages under state law. 


DNA testing of 
death row inmate 
» At issue: Whether a Texas 
death row inmate can use 
a civil rights law to require 
that the state test DNA evi- 
dence he says could prove 
his innocence in a triple 
murder. 

Attorneys for death row 
inmate Henry Skinner ar- 
gued that his rights under 
the civil rights law were vio- 
lated by authorities’ refusal 
to grant DNA testing after 
his conviction. 

In the U.S., post-con- 
viction DNA testing has 
exonerated more than 250 
people, including 17 prison- 
ers who served time on 
death row, according to the 
Innocence Project. 


Violent 

video games 

» Atissue: Whether a 
California law banning the 
sale and rental of violent 
video games to minors 
violated constitutional free- 
speech rights. 

It will be the first time the 
high court has heard and 
decided a case involving 
government regulation of 
video games. 

The Supreme Court will 
consider whether violent 
material in video games 
should be subject to the 
same legal standard courts 
have used to prohibit the 
sale of sexually explicit ma- 
terial to minors. 


The other 
immigration law 

» At issue: Whether busi- 
ness, civil rights and im- 
migration groups can 
succeed in their legal chal- 
lenge to an Arizona law 
that punishes employers 
who knowingly hire illegal 
immigrants. 

Supported by President 
Obama's administration, 
the groups argued the 
2007 state law infringed on 
federal powers and should 
be struck down. 

The law is different from 
the Arizona law passed 
this year that requires the 
police to determine the 
immigration status of any 
person suspected of being 
in the country illegally.

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Graduates say lessons learned in college don’t always translate into careers

Before he walks out of his South Shore home, 

John Whitehead said he often glances at his 

framed bachelor’s degree setting on the mantle. 
“It was a big thing in my family to gradu- 

ate from college,” Whitehouse, 34, said of the 

speech and communications degree he earned 

from Chicago State nine years ago. “It gives me 

alift every time I look at it.” 

But the degree does little more than temporarily brighten his spirits 
and take up space on the mantle, according to Whitehead,who said 
his goal was to become a journalist. After having trouble finding paid 
media internships upon graduation, he worked a series of retail jobs, 
including at Filene’s Basement. He then turned his search to customer 
service-related positions and most recently, worked as a dispatcher 
for a Niles-based company. But Whitehead was laid off in December, 
along with others in his department. 

“We were replaced by computers,” Whitehead said, adding that not 
only has he discarded his journalism dreams, he is skeptical about finding a 
full-time, decently paying position in the communications field— period. 

“There was a time when you had to have at least a high school di- 
ploma to get a decent job,” Whitehead said. “And now a college degree 
is not getting you anywhere anymore. There are people with grad de- 
grees working at McDonald’s.” 

Whitehead is just one of a number of Chicagoans who believe col- 
lege degrees have been rendered almost useless in the current econo-

Christmas.” To make ends meet with the part-time job touching up photos, among 
other tasks, Grandstrand pulled double duty working at Bath and Body Works, 
where she also worked while attending college. “I still was struggling,” Grandstrand 
said, adding her family had to help her pay rent. “Nobody | knew was getting hired 

in their field. There were times | thought, ‘How long until | end up a homeless person 


my. Several locals said they have completely changed, or at least signifi- 
cantly altered, their career directions due to the grim realities of the 
tight job market. Chicagoans in their early to mid-20s expressed even 
less optimism about the return-on-investment rate of their degrees. 

Job statistics seem to support that readjustment in expectations. 
Approximately 50 percent of college-educated workers 25 and young- 
er who began working this year took jobs that didn’t require a bach- 
elor’s degree, including waiting tables and selling retail, according to 
the director of the Center for Labor Market Studies at Northeastern 
University in Boston, the L.A. Times reported. Andrew Sum—also 
an economics professor at the university—said that figure was only 
25 percent just a few years ago. 

For his part, Whitehead plans to launch his own business—an ad- 
vertising and marketing agency that also produces a full-color Afri- 
can-American heritage calendar. The idea for the calendar—born out 
of a black history project he helped his daughter with last year—led 
Whitehead to purchase a domain name and save seed money for an 
October launch. 

“I figured the market wasn’t making anything happen for me, so I 
have to make it happen for myself,” Whitehead said of his job search. 
“It’s just gotten to a point where I’m tired of looking.” 

RedEye rounded up other Chi-towners who, like Whitehead, have 
gotten creative with their career strategies. We spoke with a psycholo- 
gy major-turned-producer, an aspiring documentarian-turned-teacher 
and a copy editor who had to leave the city to pursue her chosen field.

But once she graduated from DePaul 
University, she wanted to take a break and was surprised that 
few jobs, even entry-level corporate jobs, were available. “I 
applied and applied, but nobody was getting back to me,” 
Barthelow said of her attempts to secure administrative-level 
positions, such as the ones she'd held on the DePaul campus. 
“I got a little scared because others of my friends had their 
Ph.D. programs lined up and others had jobs lined up.” 


DEGREES OF SEPARATION 

Barthelow then joined AmeriCorps and was 
<i> placed in a project development position 

that connects 8- to 18-year-olds with 
volunteer or required community service opportunities. 
“What | love about it is that we are helping young people 
turn around and help their own communities, going to 
beautify a community garden or helping kids younger than 
they are or working with seniors,” Barthelow said. “They 
have the power to be a part of helping their community and 
it’s really rewarding to see that happen.” Still, Barthelow— 
whose work has influenced her to pursue a future master’s 
degree in education—recognizes she cannot survive on her 
current meager stipend. “I always assumed a degree would 
make it so that you could earn a certain amount,” Barthelow 
said. “This economy has opened my eyes.”

Would high-speed rail fly here?

In his role as Chicago’s first tourist, Mayor Daley 
has brought home interesting trinkets, including 
San Francisco-style trolleys and a Paris-inspired 
bike-sharing experiment that started this summer 
downtown. 

And now, after recently riding a super-fast train 
in China, the mayor shared his vision for a similar 
system that would operate between downtown Chi- 
cago and O’Hare. 

It’s a vision that may be hard for others to picture. 

But Daley said investors in China, South Korea, 
Japan and the Middle East are interested in design- 
ing, building and operating such a bullet train for 
Chicago. 

Businesses here haven't exactly been tripping 
over each other to be first in line to run a proposed 
“airport express” premium train service that would 
operate at least partially on CTA Blue Line tracks

between O’Hare and the now-mothballed Block 37 
“super station” downtown. 

“You have to have a high-speed train from the 
international airport downtown,” Daley told report- 
ers last week. “What that would do is that would 
rebuild our commercial market and our hospitality 
industry.” 

It took only seven minutes to make a lasting 
impression on Daley. That’s the travel time on the 
Shanghai Transrapid train that connects Shanghai 
Pudong International Airport to the outskirts of 
central Shanghai. 

The Shanghai Transrapid line is a magnetic levita- 
tion (maglev) train, floating about a half-inch above 
a guideway track at speeds reaching 268 mph. 

“We have to make tough choices in this region,” 
said MarySue Barrett, president of the Metropoli- 
tan Planning Council. “China stands out because 
there is such clarity of focus and they don’t have 


to worry about public opinion being mobilized to 
support their decisions. We do have to worry about 
that.” 

CTA President Rich Rodriguez said he has stud- 
ied magnetic levitation technology, and “I’m not 
proposing to replace our existing rail system with 
magley,” he said. 

But Rodriguez said the CTA will explore other 
technologies beyond the heavy rail system that the 
authority has operated since its inception. One idea 
that interests him is a high-tech crosstown rail line 
running north-to-south across the entire city, per- 
haps on Cicero or Western avenues, above the traf- 
fic. 

“Why not look at a monorail or some other sys- 
tem that would basically avoid the congestion on 
the streets?” Rodriguez said. “That is one of the 
things I would like to pursue to get north to south 
connected.”

Commonwealth Games 
start amid controversy 


NEW DELHI, India After harsh criticism and con- 

troversy, the 2010 Commonwealth Games be- 
gan Sunday in New Delhi with a lavish opening cer- 
emony. 

Jawaharlal Nehru Stadium gleamed with multi-col- 
ored lights as representatives from Commonwealth 
countries walked the length of the field by turns, 
waving their flags and wearing traditional native cos- 
tumes. 

It’s the first time India has hosted the international 
sporting event between countries of the former Brit- 
ish Empire. The games, held every four years, include 
many Olympic events as well as other sports played 
traditionally in those countries. 

Britain’s Prince Charles and Indian President Prat- 
ibha Devisingh Patil officially declared the games 
open. Prince Charles was representing his mother, 
Queen Elizabeth. 

As the spotlight shines on the country, a team of- 
ficial of the nation’s bowling team was suspected of 
having dengue fever, a mosquito-borne viral disease. 

Despite the setback, the event began as planned. 

Excitement filled the air in New Delhi after days 
of fears that India simply would not be ready in time. 
Athletes had expressed alarm over the poor condition 
of their village. Others charged shoddy construction 
and slammed the government for corruption.

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Edward Burns filmed scenes for his upcoming low- 
budget indie flick “Nice Guy Johnny” at his parents’ 
and sister’s houses and borrowed the cars in the film 
from friends and family—except for an old convert- 
ible. That’s his. Cast members — including Matt 
Bush Johnny), known more for his role in the AT&T 
rollover minutes commercials than his film work— 
applied their own makeup. 

Why all the corner-cutting? 

“The minute someone writes you a check, there’s 
artistic compromise,” said Burns, the film’s writer 
and director, ironically sitting in his oversized Chi- 
cago hotel suite last month. “You're not able to cast 
the people you want to cast. They’re offering and 
sometimes making changes they feel the film needs. 
That’s frustrating. 

“On a low-budget film, there are also compromis- 
es. You need to find free locations to film. There are 
no special effects. Nobody is going to look at your 
film and say, “Wow, that’s a cool shot.’ You have to be 
OK with telling smaller character stories. But that’s 
all I’ve wanted to do anyhow.” 

Burns, a steak-loving guy’s guy who introduced 
himself as “Eddie,” said the film had a three-man 
crew and was shot in 10 days ona $25,000 budget. 
That’s also how much he said 1995's “The Broth- 
ers McMullen” cost. The difference is that he was a 
production assistant earning $18,000 a year when he 
made “Brothers.” 

“My mom told me to get a suit and get a job at the 
bank,” Burns said about his aspiring filmmaker days. 


“Brothers” went on to 
earn more than 
$1o million at the 
domestic box office and 
launched a career that 
includes writing, direct- 
ing and starring in 1996’s 
“She’s The One” and 
roles in 1998's “Saving 
Private Ryan,” NBC’s 
“Will & Grace” and 
HBO’s “Entourage.” 

Burns will attend the 
screening of “Nice Guy 
Johnny”— about a sports 
radio host debating 
whether to stick with 
the job he loves or pur- 
sue a corporate job to please his fiancee—Oct. 15 at 
the Chicago International Film Festival. It’ll be one 
of the few opportunities moviegoers have to see the 
romantic comedy in theaters. 

Rather than the typical theater-first route, Burns 
is taking an unconventional approach and releasing 
the film Oct. 26 on Netflix, ‘Tunes, PlayStation 3, On 
Demand and amazon.com. 

“When people hear about the film, we want them 
to grab their remotes and say, ‘OK, got it.’ It’s going 
to work. It’s going to make a decent chunk of money 
that’ll enable us to fund another movie and we'll be 
here next year talking to you again about it.”
